One of the most important ig that 
licensees shall not offer dried fruits 
for sale prior to May 1, of the year 
in Which the new crop fruits in 
question are to be grown and 
packed, which is much later than 
they have been accustomed to offer 
them in former yéars. 

The rules are directed specifically 
to licensees enf#aged in the business, 
of preparing or packing dried 
peaches, apples, prunes or raisins. 
Another rule is that after May 1, 
the licensees shall not face or 
cause to be faced any licensed drfed 
fruits in any package containing 
over ten pounds net. Such facing 
will be regarded as a wasteful prae- 


tice. Faced fruit packages are 
those in which the top layer Is 
carefully arranged by hand and 


the rule against the practice elimi!- 
nates labor which adds about a 
quarter of a cent to the prite of the 
fruit. 

Tt is also ordered that the licensee 
shall sell his products for not more 
than a reasonable advance over the 
cost of said pfoducts and without 
regard to the market or replace- 
ment Value at the time of the sale.

SEEDLING ORANGES 


MAKE MAN’S FORTUNE. 


CROP PROVES PROFITABLE 
ONE THIS YEAR FOR GROW- 
ER AT ARCADIA. 


(LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. | 
ARCADIA, April 14.-——This seems 


to be the year of the seedling orange. 
This variety of the citrus fruit not 


only shows a good yield, but prices 
are better than for years. Orchards 


that have been losing propositions, 
are this year paying for lost time 


and allowing the storing up of funds 
for the future. 


One orchardist located between 
Arcadia and Monrovia reports the 


sale of his crop off ten aeres for 


$40,000 net. He sold his fruit for 
4% cents a pound, after refusing 
several offers for the crop on the 
trees. At the opening of the harvest 


season, this man was offered $25,000 


for his crop on the trees; at that 
time he said he would sell for $30,- 
000. His demand was refused, but 
later the buyer returned and re- 
newed ghis offer, raising his figure 
to the "330,000 originally asked.

CHANGE RULING. 


Wide, Instead of Seven, Under 
New Food Regulations. 


G. Harold Powell of the United 
States Food Administration, yester- 
day gave out the following state- 
ment: 

Rule 8 of the general rules and 
regulations, governing the manufac- 
ture, storage and distribution of food 
commodities and feeds for domes- 
tic trade by persons subject to li- 
cense, has been amended in that 
part which relates to the loading of 
citrus fruits. 

The old rule provided that or- 
anges and lemons, straight or mixed 
ears in ventilator or refrigerator 
cars from California, should be 
loaded seven boxes wide, two boxes 
high, box on end full length of 
car. The endment to the rule pro- 
vides that lemons shipped in col- 
lapsible 9 2 cars, with bunkers 

open, y loaded six wide, in- 
stead of Pina boxes wide.

| Two Codes of Morality Can't 


Develop Unselfish Spirit, is 
‘Trinity Pastor's Plea. 


Now Question of Christianity 
or Paganism, He Says. 


Survive, He Declares. 


“The Cost of War“ was Dr. 
Charles C. Selecman's theme at Trin- 
ity Auditorium yesterday. He said, 
in part: 

“This is the darkest hour in his- 
tory. Not since Christ stood before 
Pilate; not since Paul was beheaded, 
has there been so momentous a trial 
of moral systems as that which is 
now taking place Christianity is at 
grips with paganism. The very re- 
incarnation of ancient barbarism 
armed by modern science, stalks! 
through the earth, bent upon world 
conquest. Those who compute the 
cost of war in terms of money, or 
even of human life, have no spiritual 
conception of its cost. The dead 
will be replaced and the wreckage 
restored, but not so with the glori- 
dus structure of Christian civiliza- 
tion which has been marred and 
biackened by smoke of battle. 


OUR PER CAPITA COST. 


“If we are to defeat Germany, 
we must match and even surpass 
her production of war necessities. 


1791 to 1917, including the entire 
cost of four wars, amounted to only 
$26,000,000,000, we realize then 
what an enormous claim ‘this last 
year has been upon the resources of 
America. In one year we have 
spent more money than in 126 years 
just prior thereto. Thirty-one bil- 
lion dollars is an average of $300 


for every man, woman and child in} 


the United States. 
MUST CHANGE HABITS. 


In order to win this war, Ameri- 
ca must develop as she has never 
before developed, the spirit of sacri- 
fice. This has been characterized as 
an unselfish war; and it is a war 
that must be won by the superlative 
manifestation of the spirit of un- 
selfishness; the spirit of self-sacri- 
fice. And this self-sacrifice must 
show itself in what we eat, and what 
Wwe wear, and how we travel, and in 
the habits of our every day life. Not 
simply by spending less money, but 
by using less foodstuff and less of 
the raw material demande. for the 
prosecution of the war, is the pri- 
mary method of sacrifice now 
needed. 

“Human institutions are again in 
the crucible; then will arise a civili- 
zation based upon the spiritual con- 
ception of life, or the material. Two 
opposite codes of morality cannot 
survive as equal in the same world. 
One must prevail. If our Christian 
clvilization has the power and the 
fortitude to endure to the end,. hu- 
manity will ascend to un-dreamed 
of heights. If not, what then shall 
save humanity from sinking into 
barbarism ? 

It is again the old question ‘shall 
it be Caesar or Christ,’ Christianity 
or paganism?”

SKIN HUN AT BIG RALLY. 


Baring of Kaiser’s Real Plans and Appeal 
for Bonds is Warmly Greeted. 


HE greatest patriotic rally ever 
92 held in Southern California was 
that in which more than 6000 
churchgoers of various denomina- 
tions participated at Shrine Audi- 
torlum yesterday afternoon, thou- 


sands of people being turned away 
for lack of standing room. I- 
though the big rally was held un- 
der the auspices of the Methodist 


Episcopal Church, the vast audi- 
ence in attendance yesterday was 
not only interdenominational, it 


was cosmopolitan, there bei 
ent hundreds of representatives of

From dress circle to balcoriy, be- 
yond to the gallery. and still be- 
yond the topmost seats, on all sides 
of the great auditorium the eye was 
greeted by a veritable sea of faces 
and when the people cheered it was 
like the crashing of breakers upon 
the rock-bound coasts of free Amer- 
ica. And there was cheering and 
shouting and whistling and singing 
from the beginning of the pro- 
gramme to the end. 

APPROPRIATE MUSIC. 


The meeting was presided over 
by Dr Byron H. Wilson, who 
opened the programme by reading a 
telegram rom Gov. Stephens, in 
which the latter voiced his regret 
that he could not be present. Music 
for the occasion was furnished by 
the Submarine Base Band, the 
Yslas Brothers’ Mexican Band, 
Prof. Carl Bronson’s splendid mixed 
choir, Rev. F. G. Watson, who pre- 
sented the Marseillatse“ and pop- 
ular American airs on the cornet, 
and by Mme. Ellen Beach Yaw, 
who sang several patriotic selec- 
tions. 

Hon. A. J. Wallace, who intro- 
duced Bishop Homer Stuntz, 
brought the audience to attention 
by saying that every day, for 
months and years, more men had 
been dying on the battlefields of 
Europe than were present in the 
auditorium to rally for justice and 
the American cause. 

Bishop Stuntz told the audience 
that he intended to speak of the 
Hun and his menace to civilization 
—and he kept his word. 

In part, he said: If we would 
see the world at large we must go 
beyond the confines of this beauti- 
ful city: we must go even away 
from America to discover that for 
the last 600 years this old world has 
steadily been reaching out for 
greater ideals, for higher, better 
life, for a democracy that shall be 
safe for the world. 

“All of the world, did IT sav? No, 
there is one block of the world that 
has known no brightening, one na- 
tion—-yes, two, that have not only 
not sought to advance to higher 
things, but have plotted to over- 
throw everything that civilization 
stands for. And these two nations 


according to the old Greek, it was 
‘Glory to God in the highest and on 
earth peace to men of good will.’ 
There is a vast difference. There 
can be no peace until righteousness 
has been established and righteous- 
ness can never be established untl 
the entire stock of Hohenzollerns 
has been rooted out. I tell you, 
this is no time to talk peace—it is 
time to kill the wolf.” 
BISHOP LEONARD. 

The next speaker on the pro- 
gramme was Bishop Adna Wright 
Leonard, who said that God had 
never deserted America in time of 
trouble, but had always raised up a 
leader for the people. He spoke of 
George Washington, Abraham Lin- 
coin, William McKinley and Presi- 
dent Wilson as the greatest men in 
United States history. ‘ 

“I would take no leaf from the 
laure] on the brow of France,” said 
the speaker, “but let us never forget 
how often and how well England 
has befriended this nation in time of 
trouble. hen Dewey had his fleet 
lined up against the Spanish fleet 
and the German admiral sent word 
to the commander of the English 
fleet. asking what would be. Eng- 
land's attitude in the matter in case 
Dewey fired on the Spanish ships, 
the only answer made by the Eng- 
lish admiral was to line his ships 
up between the ships of Germany 
and those of the United States. That 
is only one of the ifetances in which 
England has shown her spirit to- 
ward America.” 

Bishop Leonard said that America 
had ever been and still is a peace 
loving country, but that there was 
no way out of the war” unless we 
would nail a black flag to the mast, 
accept horror as a bedfellow, bow 


‘before an Emperor in the White 
ee and consider humanity a 
oke.“ 


He spoke of the political» differ - 
ences that formerly divided many of 
the great men of this country but said 
that when war was declared, each 
and every one of them had pledged 
his loyal and hearty support to 
President Wilson and the govern- 
ment. When he mentioned Roose- 
velt and Teddy's request to lead a 
regiment against the foe, there was 
prolonged applause. The examples 
of these men, he said, should be fol- 
lowed by every true citizen of the 
republic.

breath he said that Morocco was 
worth a war—or several big wars 
and that if America could not keep 
her head above water by taking the 
sword in hand, America, too, would 
have to co down under the iron heel 
of Prussianism.

“I was telling this story to an au- 
dience not long ago.” said the 
bishop, “and after the meeting 
broke up a man came to me with 
tears streaming down his face and 
said, ‘Sir, the mother of those chil- 
dren was my sister, and she died 
in the insane asylum two weeks 
ago.’ That.“ continued the speak- 
er, “is German Kultur.“ 

How do you like it? He then told 
of the nameless privileges that are 
allowed the German soldiers with 
their female captives, speaking 
plainly of the fate of the women 
who are purposely tainted with 
disease by their savage cantors. 
That. too,” he said, “is German 
kultur.

| ‘HE VISIT OF CHAIRMAN HAYS. 

Chairman Hays of the Republican 
National Committee is making a tour of 
the West to get im personal touch with 
those interested in the return to power in 
the nation of the grand old Republican 
party. Mr. Hays had his first brush with 
the traditional enemy in the Wisconsin Sen- 
atorial campaign. He there scored a vic- 
tory which has thrown the partisan admin- 
istration forces into a fine confusion; for 
the Democratic leaders had counted upon 
raising a patriotic issue in Wisconsin 
which wold insure the election of a Demo- 
cratic Senator. Choirman Hays sounded 
the dominant note of militant Republican- 
ism right at the outset of the campaign by 
asserting that loyalty and patriotism were 
not partisan products. He asserted thut 
loyalty to the government was the corner- 
stone of the Republican edifice and that the 
votes of pacifists and pro-Germans were 
not wanted. He challenged the right of the 
administration forces to raise the patriotic 
issue against a Republican candidate of 
proved loyalty; and fighting the campaign 
along those lines, he scored a notable vic- 
tory. 

Mr. Hays now desires to know something 
at first hand of the conditions which caused 
the State of California, with its Republican 
record, to elect a Democrat President. But 
Mr. Hays does not come to sprinkle salt 
into the old wounds; he seeks to consoli- 
date the Republican forces of Calffornia, 
that have been divided in the last two Pres- 
dential campaigns. He is intensely desirous 
that the Republicans in the direct primary 
States shall take an active part in the pri- 
mary Congress campaigns, making assur- 
ance doubly sure that men of proven 
patriotism and integrity in every district 
shall be persuaded to stand for office. The 
Republican party Yost at least fifty Con- 


cause unfit men were nominated in the pri- 
maries. The time is not remote when Call- 
fornia sent a solid Republican delegation 
to Congress, Mr. Hays would like to see 
a Congress campaign organized along the 
lines that won in the past such notable 
victories. 

Loyalty is the keynote of the Republican 
campaign. Every nominee must be a fight- 
ing Republican, detying the Prussian Junk- 
ers and ready to fight out the war, cost 
what it may, to a victorious conclusion. 
Chairman Hays warns that partisanship 
must nof be permitted to interfere with 
patriotism, that every loyal Republican 
must give his undivided support to the 
President in the prosecution of the war. 
But he does not hold that a Democratic 
President can be supported only by Demo- 
crats, Republicans must accept without 
cavil the verdict of the people at the last 
election; but they must be prepared to write 
a different verdict in the Congress elec- 
tions of next November. Nothing devel- 
oped during the first year of the war to 
prove that the Democratic party is by di- 
vine right the sole defender of democracy. 


EED THE WARNING. 

Citizens of Los Angeles and Southern 
California, who have the best interests of 
their country at heart, may well give seri- 
ous consideration to the conditions accu- 
rately portrayed in yesterday's Times, 
showing the unpatriotic attitude of the 
labor unions and their menace to America 
in carrying on its imperative war pro- 
gramme. 

It fs an astounding situation that has de- 
veloped in America; and Los Angeles and 
Southern California are beginning to feel 
the sickening grip of the serpent’s coils—a 
serpent that would crush out all opposition 
to its demands, and that would take ad- 
vantage of the vital necessities of the 
United States in this time of great anxiety, 
to advance its own selfish plans. 

Union laborites in many parts of the coun- 
try have shown directly by their deeds that 
they place their own greed above fealty to 
their country; that they are willing to tie 
up the plants where war supplies are in the 
making, in order that their trades organiza- 
tions may reap some special advantage. 

Labor union leaders have resented the 
imputations, frequently made of late, that 
they are disloyal. They profess an ardent 
loyalty, but they ignore the demand of 
their country that all artisans heed the or- 
der of full speed ahead, and threaten to 
block shipbuilding and other industrial 
progress unless their own behests . 
obeyed. 

They have threatened to lock up all the 
shipbuilding on the Pacific Coast, and they 
have gloated over their alleged ability to 
carry out such a programme. 

They have walked out of industrial plants 
where supplies are being fabricated for the 
shipbuilders’ use, and have done their ut- 
most, by threats, intimidation and abuse to 
prevent independent and patriotic working- 
men from doing the work they have left 
and which is most urgently needed. 

They have harassed contractors on gov- 
ernment buildings needed to house the men 
whom Uncle Sam is training to go forth 
to battle for democracy. They have haggled 
and harangued and browbeaten, because 
they were not allowed to dictate as to the 
men who could work on the job. America’s 
pressing need to provide shelter for the 
soldiers called to training under arms has 
been as nothing to these labor union lead- 
ers when compared to the possibility of 
their reaping some personal advantage. 

Theirs, indeed, has been a lip loyalty that 
could not stand the test of a demand from 
their country for the best service that lies 
within them. It has been the unions first, 
with a willingness to sacrifice the needs of 
America if thereby these professional 
trouble-makers could gain their point. 

For years Los Angeles has been able to 
firmly withstand the attempts of the labor 
union leaders to enslave the free and inde- 
pendent. artisans; but, under the pressing 
necessities of war preparation, these agi- 
tators have slipped in and have used every 
means at their command to try to create 
epnditions whereby they could secure com- 
plete submission. 

This city is not so far away from San 
Francesco that it is not aware of the orgies 
of terrorism which have afflicted that union- 
ridden community from time to time.

HENRY ARTHUR JONES’S PLAY 

WELL FILMED.

If a play is written for the stage, 
We may take it for granted that 
something will be lost when that 
play is transformed into motion pic- 
tures. And sometimes, be it ad- 
mitted at once, something fine may 
be gained by the change. Especially 
when much of action takes place 
out of doors, where the pictures 
may come near to nature’s heart“ 
in a truly wonderful and thrilling 


way. 7 
“The Lie,” by Henry Arthur 
Jones, has both gained and lost—as 


we expected—in the film production, 
which. opened yesterday at the 
Kinema, and on the whole the loss 
is considerable in a few of the most 
dramatic episodes, very noticeably 
so in the scene where Eleanor Shale 
upbraids her sister Lucy for her per- 
fidy. I think the continuity writer 
might have helped Elsie Ferguson 


(Eleanor) right here more than he 


did, and the sub-titles might have 
been more explicit and more force- 
ful. 

On the whole, however, this pro- 
duction. of. The Lie“ is an excel- 
lent one, attaining to much power 
in beauty by the subtle acting 
Miss Ferguson, who ts one of the 
finest interpreters of emotion on 
the screen. When Miss Ferguson 
is sad or pathetic, she is exceedingly 
lovely to look upon, and poignantly 
appealing. Her genius for facial 
expression is decidedly distinguished. 

The camera man has done his 
work well in The Lie.“ Miss Fer- 
guson’s supporting company have 
algo risen to the occasion. All the 
actors look “English,” and, one 
might add, even mid-Victorian. Bet- 
ty Howe plays the part of that de- 
testable little minx, Lucy, with skill 
and understanding, and makes her 
quite as horrid as she really is. As 
Capt. Foster, David Powell is very 
nice and very British till he comes 
to the display of feeling, when he 
falls down most lamentably.
